US markets ended in the green on Friday. Both S&P and 
NASDAQ gained 0.1%. Dow Jones Industrial ended 0.2% higher. 
In Europe, UK ended flat. Germany and France increased 0.7% 
and 0.8%, respectively. 


Asian markets ended mixed on Friday. China declined 0.2%. 
Japan and South Korea closed 2.1% and 0.7% higher, 
respectively. Hong Kong ended flat, while India ended 0.6% 
higher. 


GCC markets ended mixed on Thursday. Dubai and Abu Dhabi 
ended 0.3% and 0.2% lower, respectively. Kuwait and Qatar 
increased 0.5% and 1.3%, respectively. Oman and Bahrain 
declined 0.1% and 0.4%, respectively.

It will apply 
without deferral fees, any increase in the amount of instalments 
or increase in the interest or profit rate, provided that the 
interest rates applied by banks are calculated on these loans 
during the deferral period.
